Ardmore, Ok., Nov. 30—T he largest 
gathering of Indians In the state since 
the organization of th e Treaty Rights 
Association in August, 1.908, was held 
here today at a meeting of this associ­ 
ation. Gov. Johnston of the Chicka­ 
saws, Gov. Injoke of the Choctaws and 
attorneys for the association and for 
the Chickasaws were present. 
The 
most prom inent men of the Chickasaw 
and Choctaw tribes took part in the 
proceedings. 
Gov. Johnston, who has been the in­ 
spiration and guiding hand of the as­ 
sociation since its organisation, vol­ 
untarily relinquished the 
chair 
and 
Dr. T. P. Howell of Davis was chos­ 
en chairman. J. F. McMurray, who 
has represented the Indians as atto r­ 
ney for many years and who won the 
famous tax suit in the Tinted States 
Supreme court, was retained as at­ 
torney and congress and departments 
are asked to accord him the rights of 
special attorney. 
Gov. Johnston was elected ag dele­ 
gate to congress and before the de­ 
partm ents at Washington and congress 
is asked to pay him a salary out of 
the tribal funds. 
The Federal Gov­ 
ernment wa8 asked to refund 
00© to the tribal treasurer, which it 
received for the leased district in the 
Western part of the state. Immediate 
sale of the coal and asphalt lands is 
asked tor, following the settlement of 
the leased district claim. The attor­ 
ney will ask for remuneration for 10,- 
000,000 acres of land that is alleged 
to have been taken from the trtbes in 
Mississippi before their removal west­ 
ward. 
( engross will be asked to remove 
restrictions from all Indians capable 
ot handling their business and for a 
per capita distribution of all tribal 
funds, amounting to many millions 01 
dollars. 


Gov. Johnston delivered a lengthy 
message to the association, in which 
he recommends the reopening of the 
rolls for new-born members 
of 
the 
tribe, approves the retention of th« 
district Indian agents, 
whose 
work 
was m aterially interfered with by the 
last congress, and tor the removal of 
restrictions from the sale of lauds of 
all Indians who are of less Than three- 
fourths Indian blood.

On the other hand, there are 15©,*

the new schedule. What is to be done 
with their policies and rates is an ­ 
other problem. 
The head officers assure the mem­
